Off Boat in Yokohama 
By Military Order 


Mias Edna M. Lawrence of On- 


“ttario, missionary and nurse in 


Korea for 20 years, who was de- 
tained by Japanese and taken off 
‘the passenger ship, Yawata Maru, 
at Yokahoma, has been uncondts | 
tionally released and will sail = 
‘the next boat. 

Miss Lawrence, sister of Mrs. 
‘George Mahan of Ontario, is spon- 
‘sored as a missionary by the Riv- 
-erside Presbytery, which includes 
‘the Upland Presbyterian church. 

Mrs. Mahan received a telegram 
this morning from the Presbyte- 
rian board, containing the good 
‘news of her Sister's release. It 
was reported Wednesday that she 
‘had been seized Nov. 13 by Jap- 
‘anese authorities two hours before 
the vessel was due to leave Yoko- 
‘hama harbor. The passengers re- 
ported the incident when they dis- 
‘eanbarked at Honolulu Wednesday. 
Miss Lawrence was charged with 
violating Japan’s peace preserva- 
tion law, a military statute. 

Miss Lawrence, 46 years old, 
was employed at the Severance 
Medical Union Schobl at Seoul, 
Korea. She had been ordered 
home because of the war situa- 
tion. 





Safeway Store 
Completion in 
Six More Weeks 


Completion within six weeks is 
expected on Upland’s new $16,000 
‘Safeway store building, accord- 
ing to W. L. Stratton, foreman 
for H. F. Farrington, general con- 
tractor, 6f Rivera. 

Carpentefs at present are en- 
gaged in framing the trussed roof 
of the building. A span of 50 
feet extends across the main sec- 
tion of the L-shaped strucftire. 
Special earthquake proof con- 
struction is seen in the well-brac- 
ed roof span, tied together with 
steel, 

Plumbers are at present engag- 
ed in burying pipes which are laid 
vunderneath the cement floor. 

Reinforced concrete walls will 
be plastered on the inside, but the 
outside has been poured against 
-veneer to give a smooth, paneled 
‘finish. 

Farrington has nine Safeway 
stores under construction at pres- 
‘ent. When the Upland Safeway 
‘store will move from its present 
location at 261 North Second ave- 
nue has not been announced.

Four Men Board Draftee’s 
Train Enroute to Camp

The four men who volunteered 
for the army and filled this dis- 
trict’s first draft quota are today 
among the recruits now in train- 

Loe at San Luis Obispo. They 
left here early Wednesday morn- 
| ing, boarding a train at Ontario 
for Fort McArthur. From there 
they were scheduled to gc to the 
new camp near San Luis Obispo. 

Just before leaving the Upland 
draft board headquarters in the 
Upland Inn, Thomas E. Howar- 
ton, chairman of the local board, 
delivered a few instructions and 
appointed James Chiaretta as 
j leader of the army recruits. 
| FOUR VOLUNTEERED 

The four men volunteered for 
duty, rather than waiting their 
turn in the draft call. Besides 
Chiaretta, an Italian, from Hinck- 
ley, the local contingent included 
| Max Hobbs and Cipriano Hernan- 

dez, both of Upland, and Cecil 
Foster, colored, Victorville. 

Norman §. Lawson, secretary 

| of the board, and Eric Rhenstrom, 
clerk of-the board, were also 
present at 6 a.m. Wednesday 
with Howarton to bid farewell to 
the group. The three men going 
from the Ontario draft board as 
volunteers also boarded the train 
for Los Angeles. 

Oscar Miller, who has been re- 
siding at 896 East Highth street, 
Upland, was among the Ontario 
group. Marvin Hagle, Chino, and 
Bee A. Davidson, colored, Ontario, 
were the other volunteers making 
up the Ontario draft board quota. 

NO FORMALITIES 

The historic departure from 
here of the first men in the na- 
tion-wide draft program. was 
minus any formalities, A half 
dozen persons were at the South- 
ern Pacific station in Ontario 
when the train arrived. A few 
hand shakes and the men were 
on their way into the army for a 
year of service. 

The seven recruits were inter- 
‘ested. in each other and eagerly 
awaited arrival of ‘the train that 
sped them on their way.

With at least two of the city 
councilmen unable to be present 
for tonight’s postponed meeting, 
only one special matter appeared 
on the business schediled to be 
considered. ' 
The officials may decide if 
special illumination may be cew- 
tered on the Madonna of the Trail 
monument and the pepper trees at 
Euclid avenue and Foothill boule- 
vard. Two weeks ago _ special 
lighting fixtures were placed to 
give the officials an idea of what 
the city would get for an expendi- 
ture of approximately $200 
Following a visit to the illumi- 
nated corner, several councilmen 
approved the project, but they 
withheld official decision until tv- 
night. 
Councilman Godfrey A. Andreas 
!is confined at the San Antonio 
Community hospital and Council- 
man.Perry O. Long is on a brief 
vacation trip, both of them being 
unable to attend tonight’s meet+ 
ing at 7:30 o’clock. 

Within a short time, local ofn- 
cials expect to receive from On- 
tario councilmen a report on a 
proposed plan of Ontario and Up- 
land sharing the expense of en- 
larging the sewage disposal plant. 
The Upland councibmen recently 
offered to contribute approximate- 
ly $17,000 toward the cost. 

The two cities are joined in a 
sewage disposal contract, which 
contains an option permitting Up- 
land.to.renew the agreement for 
another 20 years. “Rather than 
arbitrarily exercise the option in 
the face of the fact that the plant 

must e enlarged, the Upland 
councilmen have indicated their 
willingness to share in the cost. 

Regular time for meeting was 
last night but due to the Thanks- 
giving holiday, the meeting was 
postponed until tonight. 

City Manager R. G. Manley 
will report on various phases of 
municipal activities.

| adding: “This outlook is indicatea 
by negotiations now going on 
with large manufacturing inter- 
ests.” 

The mayor’s statement was Is- 
sued in connection with the dis- 
covery of the fact that Ontario’s 
recently approved municipal air- 
port bonds are invalid It is posst- 
ble, Mr. Weldon said, that the 
bonds will have to be resubmitted 
to a vote of the people before they 
can be sold. 

A technical error in the word- 
ing of the proceedings was discov- 
ered by a Log Angeles law firm 
which wag employed as legal con- 
sultants for the bond issue. 

“Members of the city council 
are unanimous in their opinion 
that the difficulties encountered 
are only temporary and can be 
overcome”, Mr, Weldon said.

Most 
gifts to go from here will undoubt- 
edly be destined for Great Britain 
where there is no regulation 
against parcel post mailing.

Court Must Act on 
Kin’s Ability to 
Pay in Aid Cases 








Responsible relatives who are 
financialy able to support their 
kin must be haled into court and 
the extent of their ability to pay 
must be establised in court be- 
fore they can be sued for reim- 
bursement by the county charities 
department, according to a new 
appellate court ruling. 

“This means that the county 
should give no more than emer- 
gency aid where the applicant for 
relief has responsible relatives 
whom the county believes have 
financial ability to reimburse the 
county, until. the court has de- 
termined the extent of the rela- 
tive’s liability,” Deputy County 
Counsel Gerald Kelly advised 
Los Angeles charities officials. 

The court also ruled in this con- 
nection that where the county is 
suing to recover aid for three years 
back, it could not recover, because 
the defendant’s ability to pay had 
not been established prior to the 
suit. Justice of the Peace Stanley 
Moffatt of Huntington Park had 
refused to give the county @ judg- 
ment, on the ground that the sec- 
tion of the welfare and institutions 
code was unconstitutional. 

The higher court upheld the 
constitutionality of the code sec- 
tion, but ruled that the county had 
to have the defendant's ability to 
pay established at the time ‘the 
aid was extended.
